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Science to Find Way to Ward Off 
Death. 

Man will live forever on earth 
' without fear of death, except by 
accident, if modern science ie suc- 
cessful in experiments now taking 
shape in the great scientific labora- 
tories, according to Dr. Albert P. 
Mathews, professor oi physiologi- 
cal chemistry at the Uuiversity of 
Chicago. The immortality of the 
body depends simply upon the dis- 
covery of a diet which will keep 
intact the fundamental principal 
of the human cell, and it is prob- 
able that this will be found, Mr. 
Mathews believes. 

Professor Mathews, who has ( been 
conducting remarkable experiments 
in regard to the artitlcal formation 
of life and the restoration of life 
by artiflnal means, announced his 
views in an article on "What is 
Death ?" Hia view is that death is 
caused primarily by 
i the cessation of respiration, which 
may be kept up indefinably if the 
proper relation between food and 
the fundamental cell substance is 
found. 

Dr. Mathews has discovered that 
the breathing process causes the 
same reaction as that produced by 
alcohol on the substance "benzophe- 
hone" in the sunlight. The alco- 
hol in this experiment decomposes, 
and the substances formed are 
sugar, amidoacids, proteids, and 
other components of the human 
cell. 

The probability of a correct diet 
keeping up this "life reaction' 
commented upon by Dr. Mathews 
as follows: 

"Now, this reaction under perfect 
conditions shound continue in- 
.deflnately, and so render the human 
body immortal. Unfortunate!; 
however, it does not so continue. 
It is the keen desire ot all to find 
out why it does not continue and 
to change conditions so that it will 
continue as long as possible. 

The chief causes of its cessation 
may be derided into obviously 
extrinsic aod appearantely intrinsic 
causes. 'lhe obvious external 
causes are the ordinary causes of 
death — accidents, assaults and tak- 
ing of poison, the action of parasi- 
tes and.disease germs — these causes 
of death are relatively easily re- 
moved. They will be rem/ived for 
the most part in the near future. 



The Value of Terpentine for 
Household Pests. 

I wish every housekeeper could 
fully realize the value of terpentine, 
and she would never be without a 
supply of it.

wardrobe or closet, and occasionly 
sprinkle a few drops around. It is

Another troublesome pest oan be 
easily disposed of, and that is ants. 
Take tartar emetic and a little 
sugar, and mix with water and set 
the dish where they come. They 
will eat of this, get siok and leave 
• in droves, and generally will not 
appear again during the season. — 
Exchange.

How One Man Succeeds. 

During the last of June I sell^a 
coupie of uo*«u old hens, and later 
about the first of August, I sell 
again just before moulting. 

The idea of these two -ales is to 
reduce numbers and preserve egg- 
aying profit. I cull in these two 
sales and thus enhance the tlock. 
I carry something over 100 bens. 
Barred Rock and Single Comb Leg- 
horn. 

Shade is an important item in 
hot weather. I plant plum, cherry, 
peach, and pear in wired-inlots for 
shade. Water is given fresh some- 
times three times per day during 1 
extreme heat. I aim to keep down j 
poisonous weeds and to have shelter 1 
from rain and storm. 

Sometimes, I add Venetian red, 
pro3ured at stores, five or six table- 
spoont'ulls in half gallon drinking 
vessel as a tonic. 

I give sweet and buttermilk 
almost daily. Milk keeps digestion 
and adds to the health of the dock. 

They have dust bathes under the 
coal-house, smoke-house, and gran- 
ary and they use them. 

About the 1st of July 1 white- 
wash the coops, cleaning thorough- 
ly. I remove perches of willow and 
supply new ones, close the [coop 
and burn sulphcr to destroy lice, 
burn lice infested nests, shut the 
hens out of the coops as a roosting 
place. 

The hens go to the trees, barn 
and wagon shed to roost in hot 
weather. 

Before the severe heat OOBMi M 
1 keep the window open in coops 
at night that are wired over for 
protection, for ventilation and have 

that adds coolness and comfort. 

I feed sulpher in butter-milk to 
aid feather production during the 
mout. I also feed lightly some 
prepared poultry specific now and 
then and have added a little 
tincture of iron to their drinking 
water. Should disease appear 
double your care and effort*. 

I aim to feed them corn, wheat, 
oats and corn bran, as I think they 
need. 

I keep a load of gravel In the 
barn-yard for them and keep oyster 
wlieii where liiey can get it for grit. 
In this way I've brought through 
the old stock, aiming only to keep 
none over two or three years of age, 
a number of seasons with very lit- 
tle loss.— R..H. Callahan, in Success 
ful Farming Journal.
